COLLEGE RESPONDS TO HURRICANE RELIEF EFFORTS WITH 
WEEK DESIGNED TO RAISE MONEY, AWARENESS FOR RED CROSS 


In addition to helping the fami- 
lies of students affected by 
Hurricane Katrina, Agnes Scott 
College accepted five displaced 
students for fall semester classes. 

"It will be months before the 
great colleges and universities in 
the affected areas are operational 
again and Agnes Scott reached out 
to women who might have attend- 
ed Newcomb College of Tulane 
University or were particularly 
interested in a single-sex educa- 
tional environment,’ said Gué 
Hudson ‘68, vice president for stu- 
dent affairs and community rela- 
tions and dean of students. 

One student, a first-year student 
at Tulane University from Walton 
High School in Georgia, began 
classes Sept. 7, said Stephanie 
Balmer, associate vice president for 
enrollment and dean of admission. 
The college was working with 12 
to 15 other displaced students who 
have applied for the fall semester. 

“Out of respect for their current 
institutions, colleges and universi- 
ties nationwide were strongly 
encouraged to enroll affected stu- 
dents as transient students,” Balmer 
said. “The goal is for these students 
to return to their home institutions 
after the fall semester if possible.”

The deadline for enrolling was 
Friday, Sept. 9, the last day to add 
classes for the fall semester. 

A committee of students, faculty 
and staff members is developing a 
comprehensive, longer-range 
response to Katrina that will 
include service opportunities as 
well as fundraisers. 

Student organizations have set a 
goal of raising $10,000 for the Red 
Cross through Relief Week, Sept. 
11-16. Events include a benefit 
dance Sept. 16, a blood drive, 
Penny Wars among the classes and 
a camp-a-thon on Woodruff 
Quadrangle to raise awareness as 
well as money. 

For the campus community, a 
Hurricane Katrina public folder 
with links to the Red Cross and 
other organizations helping vic- 
tims has been created.

ASC Teaching Center 


Receives duPont Grant 


Agnes Scott has received a 
$104,789 grant over three years 
from the Jesse Ball duPont Fund to 
expand its Center for Teaching and 
Learning. 

The center offers programs, servic- 
es and resources to promote dia- 
logue and disseminate information 
about teaching and learning. 

“This grant gives us some flexibil- 
ity to do more things than we did 
last year—the biggest and most 
exciting is granting stipends to fac- 
ulty members,’ said Peggy 
Thompson, center director and 
Ellen Douglass Leyburn Professor of 
English. 

Grants of about $2,000 each will 
help selected professors study 
teaching methods or philosophies 
during summer breaks, Thompson 
said. Recipients will be announced 
in the spring and later will present 
their findings to interested faculty. 

duPont funds also will be used to 
establish workshops on diversity 
and the art of teaching, while sup- 
porting a mentoring program for 
new faculty members. 

In addition, the center plans to 


hold focus groups with African- 
American students to “more fully 
understand their experiences and 
perceptions,” Thompson said. “We 
want to be able to use our findings 
to implement more programs.” 

The center hopes to work with 
other groups but chose to start with 
African-American students because 
they are the largest minority group 
on campus, Thompson said. 

The duPont grant also will make 
additional professional develop- 
ment opportunities available to fac- 
ulty. 

The center will help support elec- 
tronic portfolios while faculty mem- 
bers try pilot programs this year. 
One group is working to create a 
template for students to use, 
Thompson said. 

The Jesse Ball duPont Fund is a 
national foundation that makes 
grants to predetermined organiza- 
tions. Grants are awarded solely to 
entities that received gifts from Jesse 
Ball duPont between Jan. 1, 1960, 
and Dec. 31, 1964. Agnes Scott is 
one of more than 300 eligible 
organizations.

Commencement & Honorary Degrees 


ne of the great things about 

Agnes Scott alumnae is you let 

your voices be heard! | have 

received approximately 25 let- 
ters or e-mails about the selection of Sen 
Hillary Rodham Clinton as the com- 
mencement speaker. This is the most let- 
ters on a single topic in the 10 years since 
| became president. And | know many 
more of you have expressed opinions to 
one another 

| appreciate that you follow events at 
Agnes Scott, and it is important for me to 
hear and listen to your perspective. Many 
letters questioned the wisdom of selecting 
a controversial political figure and then 
giving her an honorary degree. | certainly 
understand that concern. A few have 
withdrawn financial support from the col- 
lege. But others were very positive 

Certainly the seniors and their families, 
many of them politically conservative and 
Republican, were excited Sen. Clinton 
chose Agnes Scott when she had received 
hundreds of commencement invitations 
And they were even more positive after 
hearing her praise of Agnes Scott, which 
she had visited in the 1990s. And, all 
appreciated the time she spent on cam- 
pus, meeting trustees and community 
leaders, shaking each graduate's hand and 
greeting each faculty member 

To be sure, selecting a commencement 
speaker is a challenge. It is hard to please 
everyone every year. As part of my effort 
to bring greater regional and national 
attention to Agnes Scott, | have deliber- 
ately selected individuals with some 
national prominence —and yes, some- 
times that brings controversy. 

Even so we have rarely met the visibility 
standards set by the senior class, which 
wants someone famous, really famous 
and Sen. Clinton's name, along with 
Oprah, Madeline Albright and Madonna 


have been on the top 10 list for years. But 
it is not easy to get famous people who 
are also often very expensive. 

Public officials usually do not accept 
honoraria, and that was the case with Sen. 
Clinton. Agnes Scott only paid for her 
hotel room. Sen. Clinton is the second 
sitting U.S. senator selected since | have 
been here. The first was a Republican, 
Sen. Nancy Landon Kassebaum of 
Kansas. Each achieved her political posi- 
tion in part because of a family connec- 
tion, and each has exercised a significant 
influence in American politics 

In between we have had writers—Alice 
Walker, Kurt Vonnegut and Marsha 
Norman '69x—TV journalists—Andrea 
Mitchell and Ann Compton, international 
figures—Mme. Anwar Sadat, educators— 
Johnnetta B. Cole, and last year a corpo- 
rate leader, Vicki Escarra. Each has done a 
terrific job, speaking directly to the grad- 
uating class, which is, of course, what 
commencement is all about. These indi- 
viduals have been sufficiently prominent 
for us to have also garnered good, primari- 
ly local, recognition 

Agnes Scott received widespread nation- 
al publicity this year. All three networks 
CNN and C-SPAN and hundreds of 
newspapers covered her remarks encour- 
aging our young women to be responsible 
world citizens and to encourage other 
women along 


The selection of a commencement 
speaker should never be construed as a 
political or intellectual endorsement of 
that individual's views or literary works 
This also goes for honorary degrees. The 
same is true for other speakers or cultural 
events during the year. This is in keeping 
with longstanding Agnes Scott tradition 
of bringing quite a range of speakers to 
campus 

Last year, for example, the political sci- 
ence department arranged to have indi- 
viduals representing the Democratic 
Republican, Conservative and Libertarian 
perspectives speak on campus prior to the 
national election. Our students them- 
selves created a forum, Common Ground 
in which they selected difficult topics 
such as the war in Iraq and had different 
sides represented. We are in the fourth 
year of a well-received series on ethics 
organized by the philosophy department 
This year the topic is ethical issues at the 
end of life with speakers representing dif- 
ferent viewpoints. College is a time when 
students should be exposed to many dif- 
ferent ideas and perspectives. 

The decision to confer honorary degrees 
has been considered for sometime. This is 
a common practice in liberal arts colleges 
as well as universities. This is Norman's 
year—her ‘night Mother,’ for which she 
received the Pulitzer Prize was revived on 
Broadway, and The Color Purple, for which 
she wrote the book, premiered in Atlanta 
to great acclaim and opens on Broadway 
Dec. 1. We believe that awarding 
Norman our first honorary degree, a doc-

A desire to encourage a sense of adven- 
ture and scholarship in Africa, Asia and the 
Middle East led Penny Campbell, professor 
emerita of history, to create the Kilimanjaro 
Award Fund for study abroad. 

| have traveled independently for 40 
years in Africa and for more than 20 in 
Asia," Campbell said. “] want students to 
have a chance to get out to Africa and Asia 
to see what the world is really like. | want 
them to put their backpacks on and get out 
there.” 

The fund, which will give scholarships in 
the range of $2,500, is named after the 
highest point in Africa. Campbells gift of 
$50,000 will endow the fund. 

“You can stand on top of Kilimanjaro and 
look out on the rest of Africa,” Campbell 
said of the fabled mountain, which she has 
climbed twice. “If you look east, you look 


toward Asia. It is emblematic of high aspi- 
rations.” 

The scholarship is open to all students 
and alumnae who have graduated within 
five years, Campbell said. The first award 
will be announced in April at Awards Con- 
vocation. Campbell added the unusual pro- 
vision to include recent alumnae because “a 
lot of students don't know what they want 
to do when they graduate. This gives them 
a chance to reflect and get interested in 
something. It gives them a chance to go.” 

Every year Jennifer Lund, director of 
international education and assistant pro- 
fessor of education, has several students 
approach her about study opportunities in 
Africa and Asia and Arabic programs. 

"The Kilimanjaro Award is marvelous,” 
Lund said. “It provides access over time to 
less visited parts of the world, and its very 


existence will make students think about 
Africa, Asia and the Middle East and know 
that it is a possibility. 

"We have bright students who care about 
the world, social justice, fairness and 
access,” Lund said. “They care about sus- 
tainable development and the environment 
and want to contribute positively with their 
lives.’ 

About one-fourth of Agnes Scott students 
qualify for Pell Grants, Lund said. “They 
have financial need, and this gives them 
hope with just as big an H as the Hope 
Scholarship.” 

Financial need is one reason behind the 
gift, Campbell said. “Il wanted to make it a 
little easier for them to study abroad and to 
have resources beyond what their families 
might be able to supply.”

As a baby, Michael McDowell 
kept time to music. In his life, music 
was the common thread. 

McDowell, professor of music and 
chair of the music department from 
1950 to 1975, died Feb. 14. 

Those attending his faculty recitals 
were well rewarded, said Adele 
Dieckmann McKee '48, who per- 
formed with McDowell once. 

"Mike played with a breadth of 
understanding and emotional quali- 
ty that was old school,” McKee said. 
“He played Chopin and Mendel- 
ssohn—composers we are less likely 
to hear today. He played with the 
best feeling. The audience loved to 
hear him.” 

After McDowell retired from 
Agnes Scott in 1975, he married 
Caro Howell. 

“Mike tried to teach my mother to 
play many years prior to their mar- 
riage, but they both decided she was 


a more promising listener than per- 
former,’ said Henry Howell, 
McDowell's stepson said. “They 
were acquainted socially for many 
years prior to their marriage in 
1979." 

In addition to Agnes Scott, 
McDowell served for 43 years as the 
organist for St. Mark's United Meth- 
odist Church, which named its 
music and arts facility after him in 
2002. 

“He was very flattered,” Howell 
said. “The church was a huge part of 
his life for so many years. Mike 
never met a stranger. He was 
extremely personable with a great 
talent for music.” 

McKee agreed, “He was gracious 
and a real gentleman of the old 
school. He always had a smile on his 
face. 

“People respected him quite wide- 


ly," McKee said of the man who

Reunion Classes Key Slice 


2004-2005 ANNUAL FUND 
GENERATES $2.1 MILLION FOR 
COLLEGE OPERATING BUDGET 


Alumnae boosted their 2004- 
2005 annual fund participation rate 
to 42 percent, a percentage point 
higher than in 2003-2004, while 
helping to raise $2.1 million for the 
college's operating budget—break- 
ing the $2 million mark for the sec- 
ond year. 

“The annual fund isn't icing on the 
cake,” said Joanne Davis, director of 
the annual fund. “It is part of the 
cake—a slice that supports scholar- 
ships and faculty salaries and helps 
preserve our historic campus. As 
the college's expenses rise, the 
annual fund also needs to grow.” 

Reunion giving is a top priority 
every year, said Maura Boylan, 
associate director. With 15 classes 
celebrating reunions for 2005- 
2006, the goal for those classes is to 
raise $600,000 for the annual fund. 

Boylan works closely with class 
officers to help with the calling 
program designed to boost 
Alumnae Weekend attendance and 
annual fund participation. 

“Last year was the first year we did 
this, and we had one of the largest 
turnouts for Alumnae Weekend,” 
Boylan said. 

In 2004-2005, reunion classes 
raised $530,000 with $200,000 
going toward an endowed scholar- 
ship by the class of 1955. The class 
of 1940 raised the most annual fund 
money with $59,194, while the 
class of 1945 won for participation 
with 78 percent. 

Frances Burns '40 said her class's 
closeness as well as a friendly com- 
petition with the class of 1945 
helped with fundraising efforts. 

“Having been in school during 
the Depression tightened our 
bonds,” Burns said. “Girls who 
would have normally gone to the 
East for school found themselves 
staying closer to home.” 

Claire West Jones '90, fund chair, 
said the calling program helped as 
well as a dollar campaign that was 
the brainchild of classmate Amy 
Lovell. 

“We sent every classmate a hand- 
written note with a dollar challeng- 
ing them to return the dollar with a 
gift of their own,” Jones said. “It 
propelled people, who had never 
given before to give. Some only

Hegman joins Agnes Scott after almost 10 years 
as vice president of finance and administration at 
Converse College, a womens liberal arts college 
in Spartanburg, S.C. He succeeds William E. 
Gailey, who is retiring after 13 years. 

“John Hegman steps into a role for which he is 
ideally experienced,” said President Mary Brown 
Bullock '66. “His responsibilities at Converse were 
very similar to those he will assume here. 

“John also knows Atlanta, having lived here 
with his family in the 1980s and 1990s," Bullock 
said. “We know he comes well prepared to join 
Agnes Scott as the college 
grows and its reputation 


expands.”

"We are very excited about returning to Atlanta 
for some obvious reasons,” he said. 

In addition to his primary responsibility for 
financial management, Hegman was responsible 
for property management, human resources, 
insurance, summer programs and food service at 
Converse. 

“lam excited to join Agnes Scott and to work 
closely with the college community," Hegman 
said. “I understand the importance of ensuring 
that Agnes Scott's financial strength continues to 
grow to prepare itself for the future.” 

Valued at $277 million, Agnes Scott's endow- 
ment is one of the largest for a college of its size. 
Assisting trustees in managing the endowment 
will be one of Hegmans primary responsibilities. 

"Im particularly drawn to Agnes Scott for its 
reputation as a national liberal arts college and its 
focus on ensuring that students gain a global con- 
text for most of what they learn,” he said. 

Converse College was Hegmans first position 
in higher education when he was appointed in 
1996.

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Catherine Sims Boman 


Catherine Sims 
Inspired, Set 
Example for 
Her Students 


Catherine Sims Boman did more than inspire 
her students; she set an example. 

"She did and achieved things when women 
didn't or weren't expected to,” said Mildred 
Petty ‘61. = 

Boman, who died in September 2004, served 
as a professor of history and political science 
from 1939 until 1959. She was vice president 
and dean of the American College for Girls in 
Istanbul from 1960 to 1963. 

“Though she never retired from the college, 
many faculty and alumnae greatly esteemed 
her,” Petty said. “She made a truly significant 
impact.” 

In 1965, Boman became dean and professor of 
history at Sweet Briar College for nine years. 
She returned to Agnes Scott as a visiting profes- 
sor in 1975 and then served as interim dean of 
the college from 1989 to 1990. Boman served in 
the senate of the United Chapters of Phi Beta 
Kappa for 18 years and was president in 1982 to 
1985. 

“To several generations of students and their 
daughters, she represented the consummate 
teacher/scholar,” said President Mary Brown 
Bullock ‘66. “In her many years of retirement in 
Atlanta, she remained close to many former stu- 
dents. | stood in awe of her, but came to value 
her friendship." 

In retirement, Boman helped kick off the 
“Spring Will Come’ lecture series for the Atlanta 
Alumnae Club. The lecture series has former 
professors teaching a course that meets every 
Thursday in January and February in someone's 
home 

“Catherine was a significant participatant in 
founding that series,” said Mary Jane Peterson 
'63. “She was so knowledgeable about so many 
subjects. She kept up with everything in the 
world.” 

Jean Reeves ‘59 agreed. “Everyone knew if she 
was on the program, you could bank on not 
having extra seating space. We would tell 
Catherine that we could have standing-room 
only crowds to hear her recite the alphabet 
Such was the degree of confidence those who 
knew her had that any presentation by her 
would be exceptional.” 

In 1994, Ruby Davis '43, inspired by the semi- 
nar programs, led a group of alumnae to create 
the Catherine S. Sims Enrichment Fund. The 
fund, used to help with the professional growth 
of faculty members was endowed within six 
months, Petty said, “a reflection of the stature of 
Catherine among alumnae.” 

Boman introduced the world to the entire stu- 
dent body, said Dot Addison ‘43, a former stu- 


“To several generations of students and their 
daughters, she represented the consummate 
teacher/scholar,” said President Mary Brown 
Bullock ’66 of Catherine Sims Boman. 
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dent. 

"After Dec. 7 [1941], Dr. John Ross] McCain 
would have Catherine give a talk during chapel 
once a week,” Addison said. “She would talk 
about the war, what was happening and give us 
the background. She brought us into the world.” 

Priscilla Sheppard Taylor '53, a Phi Beta Kappa 
colleague, agreed. 

“Her current affairs class crossed disciplines,” 
Taylor said. “Students all over campus took the 
course. She would have students read the 
Sunday New York Times and then discuss it on 
Wednesdays. She was interested in everything 
and made everything interesting. She was mes- 
merizing.” 

Mary Alverta “Bertie” Bond '53 called Boman 
the epitome of what a college professor should 
be. 

“She was very gracious and truly cared about 
students though she did not suffer fools gladly,” 
said Bond, former student of Boman’s and 
administrative assistant to the president emerita. 
"She did her best for you and expected you to 
do your best for her.” 

Eleanor Hutchens ‘40 remembered Boman's 
“wonderful sense of humor’ as well as her sense 
of style. 

Agreeing with Hutchens, Petty recalled, 
“When | was recovering from some surgery, 
Catherine appeared with a Vogue and a box of 
wonderful chocolates. Her remark was that 
‘dear, right now you don't need to do anything 
but look at lovely pictures and eat bonbons!' " 

Boman always was interested in getting 
women into careers, said Hutchens, a former 
staff and faculty member. “She was named an 
Atlanta woman of the year twice—once for edu- 
cation and once for community service." 

A parliamentary historian, Boman graduated 
from Barnard College and received her masters 
and doctorate from Columbia University. She 
held an honorary degree from the University of 
St. Andrews in Scotland —Wendy Cromwell

Her poem, “Remembering Robert Frost,” concludes the second 
anthology, published as part of the foundation's ongoing program to 


honor Frost. 


Describing an encounter with the poet when he visited campus in 
the 1950s, the poem asks what makes a poem, a poem? Johnson 
remembers Frost answering the question posed by her professor, 


but, alas, not his answer. 


"Yet of his sharp heard wisdom my bereft 
Brain imprints no inkling of his gift.” 
Johnson is searching for the answer. 
“I sent the poem to lots of friends including some former class- 
mates, but no one suggested an answer to this vital question,” 
Johnson said. “It is a BIG question. Maybe some other ASC grads 


will have clearer memories.” 


Her poem, one of three submitted to the foundation's contest for ; 
poems in the “spirit of Robert Frost,” was selected by the foundation's 


executive director, Mark Schorr. 


“He was also extremely interested in my memories of Frost's visits 
for inclusion in their archives and would, | am sure, love to hear 
memories from other ASC grads, who can contact him at 
frostfoundation@comeast.net,” Johnson said. 

While Johnson does not claim a favorite poet, Frost holds her spe- 


cial regard. 


“Frost was indisputably a great poet, a poet of intense and deeply 
felt observation combined with a highly focused technical bril- 
liance,” she said. “Il love and respect his work, which for me never 
goes stale and always contains new surprises at each reading.”

WISE RECEIVES LOUISVILLE TOP HONOR 


hen summoned to the University of Louisville president's office, 
Professor Elaine Orr Wise '65 assumed it was about the school’s 


move from Conference USA to the Big East. 

After all, as the faculty athletics representative to 
the NCAA, Wise knew there was concern about 
faculty reaction to building a new arena. 

“When | entered the room to see the board of 
trustees committee and was told about the award, 
I was speechless,” said Wise, a professor of human- 
ities and English at Louisville. “When | the com- 
mittee gave me the nomination file, and I read the 
letters from students and colleagues, | just wept.” 

The trustees had named Wise the 2005 recipient 
of the Trustees Award for service to students.

“lam deeply honored,” Wise said. “This is the most prestigious 
award given to a faculty member at the University of Louisville. | 
don't think anything else given at this point would be more meaning- 


ful.” 


The nomination file detailed Wises work with students during a 30- 


year span. 


"Student letters mean the most,” she said. “You never know what 


impact you have had.” 


One student nominator wrote, “Through her innovative teaching 
techniques, she encouraged the whole class to push past their limits 
and helped us all to significantly improve our writing skills. She was 
always available for one-on-one conferences and was particularly 
helpful to the two students who were not native English speakers.” 

Wise has worked with students in the classroom, in leadership roles 
with the Freshman Symposium and Mortar Board, as faculty represen- 
tative to the Student Government Association and chair of the 


humanities division. 


As faculty athletics representative, she walks the tightrope in repre- 
senting the interests of athletics and academics. Wise tests coaches on 
the NCAA manual and meets with all teams. 

“My goal is to have athletics viewed, not as a separate entity of the 
university, but an integral part of the whole,” said Wise, who admits to 
being a fan not an athlete. “It goes back to the idea of ‘one universi- 
ty—where athletics and academics thrive together.” 

In honor of Wise, the university hung a banner along with past 
recipients and student-athlete and alumni award winners on a tele- 
phone pole at the corner of Floyd and Central streets. Her name was 
also added to a plaque in the student center. She spoke at commence- 
ment and received $5,000, which she is putting toward a trip to 


China.

“Mother was always active in the 
alumnae association,’ Funk said. 
"She was a former president of it.” 

Funk chose to name the dining 
room after considering a list of nam- 
ing opportunities for the house. So 
far, her gift is the largest to benefit 
the planned renovation of the 
house. 

“It is important to keep in touch 
with alumnae,” Funk said of her 
decision to help the Alumnae 
House project. 

As a student, Funk remembers 
having lunch in the old tearoom, 
which is to be restored during reno- 
vations. 

“It was a nice place,” Funk said.

The college seeks to raise $3.7 
million to renovate the house. To 
date, $1.34 million has been raised 
including Funk's gift and an estate 
gift of $925,000 from Bella Wilson 
Lewis '34, said Amy Nash, director 
of development.

Based on the success of the master of 
arts in teaching secondary English 
program, Agnes Scott will offer a new 
coeducational graduate program this 
summer—the master of arts in teach- 
ing secondary math and science.

Womens Issues 


Set Agenda 
For Colleges 


YF anuary’s “Womens Education Worldwide 2006: 
Hopes and Dreams’ conference in Dubai, United 
Arab Emirates, informed participants, myself includ- 
ed, about the status of higher education for 

women in the Persian Gulf region. 

In Bahrain, Saudi Arabia and the United Arab 
Emirates, there are more women graduating from 
colleges than men. Educated separately, women are 
nonetheless being educated at the highest levels of acad- 
emia and professions. The mission statement for the 
17-year-old Dubai College for Women, the conference 
host, has many similarities to American institutions: 

Dubai College for Women “provides the learning envi- 
ronment for young women to practice the future by 
developing: 
© confidence 
® professional excellence 
ethical commitment 
for leadership roles in a rapidly developing local econo- 
my, characterized by Emiratisation and globalization.” 

"Practice the future” is key to a program heavily orient- 
ed to foreign language study, technology and partner- 
ships with industry and government. Experiential learn- 
ing is discussed a great deal in the United States. At 
Dubai, conference participants found a state-of-the-art 
campus and a whole curriculum centered on experiential 
learning. We were impressed with the confidence, skills 
and professional expertise of the recent graduates we 
met. One was a leading journalist, another a documen- 
tary film producer and another had been recognized for 
her managerial skills in the tourist industry, which is crit- 
ical to Dubai's future development. 

As participants talked with these young women and 
representatives from colleges in other parts of the 
Middle East, we discovered many of our views of the 
role of women in Islamic societies were misinformed. 
There is as great deal of difference among countries, and 
while many social restrictions remain, women are 
increasingly in the work force. Clearly, there is much to 
be learned from personal experience in the region—for 
ourselves, our faculty and our students. 

Participants also learned the phrase “women’s college” 
means different things in different national settings. In 
Italy, women’ colleges refer to residential colleges with 
active programs of professional, career and intellectual 
mentoring within larger universities. Several institu- 
tions—in India, Kenya and France—focus on educating 
women in the sciences and engineering. The youngest 
school, Kenya's Kiriri Women's University of Science 
and Technology, was founded in 2002 and focuses on 
computer science, mathematics and physical sciences. 
The vice chancellor, Rosalind Mutua, writes, “We are 
exploding the myth that mathematics and science is a 
no-go zone for girls; ask our students!" 

The conference, held in January, is the second gather- 
ing of presidents of women’s colleges and universities 
from around the world and—in addition to the afore- 
mentioned countries—included representatives from 
schools in Japan, Saudi Arabia, the Philippines, United 
Arab Emirates and Australia. 

Those of us from the United States represent much 
older institutions than most. Indeed, Mt. Holyoke is the 
oldest women’s college in the world. However, our 
encounters with the energetic and dedicated leaders 
from other countries, especially those who are leading 
new institutions, energized us.

Massey Delivers 
MLK Jr. Convocation 


Morehouse College President Walter E. 
Massey made a case for the leadership role sci- 
ence and technology should play in a liberal 
arts education during the 2006 Martin Luther 
King Jr. Convocation on Jan. 20. 

Massey compared the liberal arts and tech- 
nology to a three-legged stool—each leg is 
necessary for a sturdy foundation. 

"| believe that, taken together, science, tech- 
nology and the liberal arts 
give humanity a solid 
foundation from which to 
reach for and grasp possi- 
bilities beyond our current 
capacity—possibilities 
that might elude us if we 
relied on them indepen- 
dently,’ Massey said. 

“In his own way, Dr. 
Martin Luther King Jr., 
who we honor today, 
made a similar observation about the need for 
greater integration between the sciences and 
the humanities,” Massey said. “In a 1963 book 
titled Strength to Love, King said: ‘Our scientific 
power has outrun our spiritual power. We have 
guided missiles and misguided men.” 

Massey became the president of Morehouse, 
his alma mater and the nations largest private, 
four-year liberal arts college for men, in 1995. 
His multifaceted research includes such topics 
as science and math education, the role of sci- 
ence in a democratic society, university-indus- 
try interactions and technology transfer in the 
international setting.

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Immigration Focus of Gladden Lecture 


Violet Johnson, professor of history, will 
deliver the fourth annual Joseph R. Gladden 
Jr. Public Lecture on “Who, then, is African 
American—Immigration and the Transfor- 
mation of Black America?” at 7 p.m. April 4 
in Presser Hall's Gaines Chapel. 

“Drawing from my past and ongoing 
research on Afro-Caribbean and Sub- 
Saharan African immigrants, my talk will 
attempt a critical analysis of the fascinating 
and often complex, controversial and debat- 
able ways that these Black immigrants 
change and are changed by African 
American history and society,” Johnson said. 

Johnson, whose book, Black and Foreign in 
Brabminland: A History of the West Indian 
Experience in Boston in the First Half of the 2o0tb 
Century, will be published this summer by 
Indiana University Press, is working on a 


book, The Newest African 
Americans: Post-Colonial 
West Africans and the 
Remaking of the Atlantic 
World in the United States, 
1975-2005. She is the 
2002 recipient of the 
Vulcan Materials Teach- 
ing Excellence Award. 
“Firstly, as an historian 
and scholar of the 
African Diaspora, | think 
that these histories are still understudied 
areas in American history,” Johnson said. 
“Secondly, as a naturalized African 
American, who was once an immigrant orig- 
inally from the West African countries of 
Sierra Leone and Nigeria, it is fascinating to 
approach what is also my history in a schol-

arly way.” 

Every year a professor whose scholarly 
activities is deemed especially noteworthy is 
selected. Gladden Award recipients are 
asked to give a public lecture to the entire 
campus community on a topic related to his 
or her scholarly work. 

“Winning the award was my biggest sur- 
prise in 2005," Johnson said. “It is indeed an 
honor to win this award, and I cannot wait to 
share my research.” 

The award is named for Joseph R. Gladden 
Jr, who served as chair of the board of 
trustees for 10 years until he stepped down 
in 2002. Recipients receive a $1,000 stipend 
and release from one course the semester the 
lecture is given.

show the world that China is back 
and can compete on the world stage, 


but it's only part of the story,” he said. 
“Learning to respond constructively 
to China's rise without falling into the 
trap of fear and resentment requires 
getting behind the headlines and into 
some fresh conversations in which 
we are as eager to listen to Chinese 
people as we are to speak our own 
mind to them.” 

McCann is also studying the role of 
religions—primarily religions that 
have found a home in China—in the 
cultivation of public morality, partic- 
ularly in the areas of social and eco- 
nomic ethics 

In observing President Bush's visit to 
Asia before Thanksgiving, McCann 
called the president attending church 
a somewhat misguided gesture of sol- 
idarity 

“That church as well as the others 

are part of the legally regulated 
‘Three Self Church’ that is recog- 
nized and rarely interfered with even 
by local officials and whose freedom 
is guaranteed by the PRC [People's 
Republic of China] Constitution of 


1982, subject to only concerns for 
‘national security,” he said. 

"The illegal religious groups, 
regardless of their denominational 
brand, get into trouble not necessari- 
ly because they are religious, but 
because the government of China 
seeks to regulate/infiltrate almost any 
group that operates or seeks to oper- 
ate outside the state apparatus,” 
McCann said. “The real issue in 
China is freedom of association, It 
appears that there is no such pre- 
sumptive right of free association as 
we all take for granted in the U.S.A." 

McCann is one of about 850 ULS. 
faculty members and_ professionals 
traveling to some 150 countries this 
year through the Fulbright Scholar 
Program. Established in 1946 under 
legislation introduced by Sen. J. 
William Fulbright of Arkansas, the 
program's purpose is to build mutual 
understanding between the people of 
the United States and other coun- 
tries.

Taking Toll 
On Donors 


SCHOOL ALONG WITH OTHER 
NONPROFITS FEELING PINCH 


Agnes Scott, like many nonprofits 
nationwide, is feeling the pinch of 
donor fatigue in the wake of several 
natural disasters in 2005. 

“A number of alumnae have told us 
they are feeling drained financially 
because they gave to Katrina relief 
efforts,” said Amy Nash, director of 
development. “They also are telling us 
they will give later this year because of 
Katrina or the tsunami efforts.” 

In light of the 2005 hurricanes, the 
college did not solicit alumnae in 
coastal Mississippi, Florida or 
Louisiana this fall, Nash said. In 
December, the college resumed solic- 
iting alumnae in Florida. 

"We were told by one foundation 
that it was giving all its support to 
Katrina efforts,” Nash said. “This is not 
specific to Agnes Scott.” 

Larger institutions, such as the Red 
Cross, are struggling to meet budget 
goals because their usual support has 
gone to the Katrina effort. 


While the rebuilding effort is 
immense, so too are the colleges 


needs, Nash said. 

‘The college's long-term viability 
depends upon consistent support 
from its core constituency,” Nash said. 
“If we don't raise money for the annu- 
al fund, we cut the budget. We don't 
renew subscriptions. We don't fill 
positions. We don't get new library 
books or buy new equipment.” 

Susanne Pesterfield '89, founder of 
an investment advisory firm, agrees 


“Long term, educating young 
women benefits the country,” said 
Pesterfield, a leadership donor. “More 


intelligent women will impact so 
many more people. You can't see it on 
TV, but it will.” 

So far this year, the college has 
received fewer gifts, said Joanne 
Davis, director of the annual fund 

"We are seeing fewer alumnae give, 
but those who do are making larger 
gifts,” Davis said 

Nash credits the larger gifts to the 
Katrina tax relief law passed by 
Congress in September and Mary

‘Gifts as a Doctor 
To Bring Comfort 


ean Stewart Staton ‘46, distinguished physician 
and noted medical community leader, is this 
years Outstanding Alumna for Distinguished 
Career. 

“Jean's a caring physician who has expanded her 
contributions outside the office so to speak,” said 
Anne Register Jones '46 in nominating Staton. 

The late Bonnie Johnson '70 wrote, “Jean has 
been using her gifts as a doctor to bring comfort 
and peace to those in the Atlanta community since 
her graduation from Emory University School of 
Medicine in 1953," when nominating her for the 
old TBS Super Citizen of the Week award. 

The former chief of medicine at Wesley Woods 
Geriatric Hospital, Staton majored in general sci- 
ence with an emphasis in chemistry. As an under- 
graduate, she was active in student government. 

Greatly surprised to receive the outstanding 
alumna award, Staton said her time at Agnes Scott 
prepared her well for medical school. 

"With an education that enabled me to get into 
medical school, it gave me the confidence to feel 
comfortable entering and competing in what was 
then ‘a man's world," Staton said. 

After graduating from Agnes Scott, Staton 
received a doctorate and a master’s degree in 
neuroanatomy from Emory University, where she 
was one of only three women in her class, before 
heading to medical school 

“Jean's career achievements would be remarkable 
for any time, but they are doubly so considering 
the era during which she went to medical school 
and became a physician,” said Betty Derrick '68, 
special assistant to the dean of students. 

Staton served as Dr. Willis Hurst's first cardiology 
fellow when he returned to Emory after serving as 
President Lyndon Johnson's personal physician. 
She practiced general internal medicine in Decatur 
from 1957 to 1991, during which time she also 
served as clinical professor of medicine at Emory. 

She was the first woman president of the Emory 
Medical School Alumni in 1978-1979, president of 
the Emory Alumni Association 1984-1985, and 
president of the Georgia Arthritis Foundation 
1976-1977. —Casey McIntyre ‘07 and Kristen Ralph ‘06

president to expand our graduate program offerings.” 

The new programs are modeled on the M.A.T. English pro- 
gram, which began in 1992 and was revised in 2005. 

“These graduate programs will offer the same excellence that 
the undergraduate program is famous for, thus raising the ASCs 
visibility as an outstanding college both for traditional and 
M.A-T. students,” Diedrick said. 

Both M.A.T. programs last one year comprising three semes- 
ters (summer, fall and spring). Student-teaching occurs in the 
spring with graduation in May 

Applicants must have a passing score on PRAXIS I, Graduate 
Record Exam scores above the 50th percentile in two of the 
three areas and a 3.0 grade point average in their majors. Each 
program also has other specific requirements. April 1 is the 
application deadline. 

The Post-Baccalaureate Early Childhood Preparation program 
will continue to be offered. The 2-year-old program has more 
than 60 students enrolled. 

The program, a Georgia Teacher Alternative Preparation 
Program, allows noncertified teachers to complete a set of 
required courses and field experiences for certification, which is 
good in Georgia, as well as the 48 states with which Georgia has 
a reciprocity agreement. 

The Post-Baccalaureate Early Childhood Program is a part- 
nership between Agnes Scott and Teach for America Inc., a 
highly competitive program that puts teachers in inner-city or 
urban schools. 

‘The program is good for Agnes Scott College because it 
brings us a group of excellent recent graduates of colleges 
throughout the U.S. who benefit from our facilities and staff, 
and who help spread the word about the excellence of Agnes 
Scott throughout the country,” Diedrick said 

In addition to these programs, the college also offers a Post- 
Baccalaureate Pre-Medical Program designed for students who 
have completed their baccalaureate degree in a nonscience field 
and now wish to pursue a medical career. 

Another program, the master of arts in early childhood edu- 
cation, is being developed and anticipates admitting its first can- 
didates in May 2007.

"He was always interested in 
women’s ability to excel,” said Wallace 
Daniel, Sams’ nephew and a former 
trustee.

Record-Breaking Alumnae 


t's an April rite of spring at Agnes Scott when hundreds 

of alumnae take over campus for the weekend. There 

are parties with long-time friends and the occasional 
tearful reunion between women who haven't seen each 
other for decades. Emotionally, Alumnae Weekend can be a 
little fraught. 


This year, there were a few more reasons to bring out the 
handkerchiefs—it was President Mary Brown Bullock's own 
40th class reunion, and her last as president. For class of 
'87's Kim Vickers, it was her first as alumnae director, 

While addressing the roughly 700 alums and spouses pre- 
sent, Vickers compared her own reaction to Bullock's depar- 
ture after 11 years with classic grief: denial, anger, bargain- 
ing, depression then acceptance. But with 70 events 
packed into one weekend, there wasn't much time 
for tears. 

Several alums nearing their 90's had no problem 
keeping up 

Classes from the ‘30s were well represented, along 
with just-barely grads who earned their diplomas 
this century. And there were a few who had traveled 
great distances—including Nelathi De Soysa ‘89 of 
Sri Lanka, who accepted this year's outstanding 
young alumnae award. 

It was also a record-setting year for alumnae gen- 
erosity and participation. The 200 people gathered 
Thursday night for the Tower Circle dinner were 
double the number who attended last year, said 
Joanne Davis, director of the annual fund. 

While reunions involve reminiscing, alumnae 
showed this year that they also understand their role 
in the future of the college. Three classes—1951, 
1956 and 1966—each raised more than $100,000 

wes for the annual fund, which is another first, Davis

Each year, classes are recognized for giving, in four cate- 
gories. The winners for 2006 were: 

» The class of '51 took the trophy for class participation; a 
record-breaking 82 percent of the class gave to the annual 
fund, Davis said. 

» Ina salute to Bullock, her class of ‘66 won the Reunion 
Cup for the largest contribution to the annual fund—a total 
of $154,357. 

« The class of 1956 won the trophy for the most dollars to 
all funds: $265,952, which includes annual fund, contribut- 
ing to the endowment and restricted gifts. 

» The class of 1996 won the Mollie Merrick Trophy for 
the young alumnae with the highest percentage of partici- 
pation in the annual fund; 34 percent contributed. 

Lovely in any season, spring at Agnes Scott is hard to 
beat. The cool evenings, just-bloomed azaleas, dogwoods 
and lush quads provide ideal backdrops for all those class 
photos. There were cocktails, teas and strolls to visit 
favorite spots on the grounds. 

But in the tradition of a women's college that takes acade- 
mics seriously, it's not all social. 

There were several mini-seminars, modeled on the ones 
first-years take. Among the topics were cloning and bio- 
warfare; how violence and uncertainty affect growing up in 
Latin America; and what the Bible has to say about human 
rights. 

The degree of curiosity and expectation to continue learn- 
ing is something that starts at Agnes Scott; that it becomes

Its Crunch Time for Annual Fund Giving 


ith alumnae participation at 42 percent, the annu- 
al fund has set new records this year, reaching $2 
million in late May 
“This is the first time we have reached the $2 million mark 
this early,” said Joanne Davis, director of the annual fund. 
“Last year it was June 21, so we are quite excited 
However, the annual fund goal is $2.2 million, and the 
month of June is nail-biting time in the office of develop- 


ment. “We're making phone calls to remind donors who have 


not yet given this year, and we eagerly open envelopes when 
the mail is delivered,” said Davis 

Adding to the year-end tension in the office of develop- 
ment is that the online giving program is being upgraded 
and will not be available for use until after the college's fiscal 
year ends June 30. 

The $2.2 million figure is the amount needed to meet the 
budget, according to Director of Development Amy Nash. 
“If we don't meet that budget goal, something in the services 
and resources for students and faculty has to be cut. The col- 
lege will not be able to provide all that is expected and 
planned for.” 

A special emphasis in annual fund solicitation this year was 
asking alumnae to increase their contributions in honor of 
President Bullock's leadership. The trustees voted to allow 
Bullock to designate to one or more of the college's priority 
needs any alumna‘ increase in annual fund giving over her 
2004-2005 amount. This appeal was extended to faculty and 
staff, resulting in 89 percent participation among the campus 
community. A certificate noting this was presented to 
Bullock during an on-campus farewell picnic. 

"We are extremely pleased with the faculty and staff 
response,” said Nash. “It is common practice for colleges and 
universities to solicit their faculty and staff. However, in the 
past few years, we have not solicited this group for the annu- 
al fund as staff went without salary increases for two years 
and faculty for one. We've tried to be sensitive to that. This 
high participation rate is an indication of their appreciation 
of President Bullock's leadership in their workplace.” 

Alumnae participation is always important to the annual 
fund, and this year was outstanding, said Davis. While the 
class of '51 was the standard bearer, with a remarkable 83 
percent of the class contributing, there were 30 reunion and 


non-reunion classes with 50 percent or more class participa- 
tion, according to May 30th totals. 

When the class of '66 returned for Alumnae Weekend this 
spring, they were celebrating their own 40th reunion, and 
also sending off their classmate and college president, Mary 
Brown Bullock ‘66, who hands over the presidential reins to 
Elizabeth Kiss on Aug. 1. The combination led to the high- 
est contribution of any single class to the annual fund— 
$155,929 

This spring's reunion also achieved another first, Davis said, 
in that three classes—1951, 1956 and 1966— contributed 
more than $100,000 each helping reach a record-breaking 
reunion giving total to the annual fund of more than 
$628,000 

Another annual fund emphasis is the Tower Circle, which 
has grown during this fiscal year. This group includes any- 
one who makes a gift of $1,000 or more during a fiscal year. 
The list of members, which has been published in Main 
Events, has grown to almost 450—a 10 percent increase over 
last year. Members were honored at the Tower Circle 
Dinner, attended by approximately 200, the night before 
Alumnae Weekend. The 2005-2006 annual report, to be 
published in November, will list the names of all Tower 
Circle members. 

Educating a student at any college or university costs more 
than that student pays in tuition and room and board, and 
this is true at Agnes Scott as well. Gifts to the annual fund 
are a significant method for making up the difference. 

“Each alumna'’s educational experience was funded in part 
by another alumna’s annual fund contribution,” said Nash. 
“Those who give today are allowing our present students to 
have the same educational experience. We hope all alumnae 
will continue this legacy of giving back.”

Before we canonize “The Da Vinci 
Code" as the mother of all cult films, it 
might be good to consider the reasons 
for its pre-release success. What can we 
learn from the way moviegoers are fasci- 
nated about this and similar films, such as 
“The Lord of the Rings” and “The 
Chronicles of Narnia: The Lion, The 
Witch and the Wardrobe"?

only we could be free from the stubborn 
facts of life and escape into a faith-based 
world of fantasy. Brown has done such a 
good job of entertaining us, some readers 
don't realize they are merely being enter- 
tained. 

We have made a cult of his work in part 
because we hope the church may be the 
worst villain we must face. The truth is 
anti-Catholicism is the last respectable 
prejudice in the USA. The church 


remains an easy target because it doesn't 
play by the rules laid down for modern 
institutions. Its lack of transparency and 
accountability give rise to popular resent- 
ments and paranoia that are exploited by 
Brown. 

The supposition that the church sup- 
presses documents that would refute cen- 
tral claims of Christianity is nonsense. It's 
a kind of wishful thinking that is just as 
self-defeating as our refusal to examine 
our half-baked foreign policy. Both must 
be aggressively challenged. 

The price of a movie ticket is about 
$8.50, but in psychic terms, it's far cheap- 
er than the price Catholics pay to belong 
to their church. We live in a time of reli- 
gious individualism, and Brown has 
become one of the leading cheerleaders, 
giving us permission to believe whatever 
we choose. 

The obsession over Brown's book and 
the upcoming film represents more than 
just a craving for escapist entertainment. 
It is another sign of decadence in our civ- 
ilization. The Catholic Church represents 
a religious anti-individualism some might 
find profoundly threatening. Catholics 
are told from childhood they cannot 


make things up as they go along. Despite 
the millions of “cafeteria Catholics’ who 
choose to follow only those church rules 
that fit their lifestyles, the church, so sin- 
isterly depicted in The Da Vinci Code, 
continues to challenge its members to 
face up to the realities of the human con- 
dition and deal with them humbly before 
God. 

Digging for stubborn facts, apprehend- 
ing the truth about them and acting 
accordingly are inconvenient, but the 
failure to do so has resulted in the whirl- 
wind we are reaping. Though our private 
fascination with all-too-easy fantasies 
such as those Brown offered is only one 
symptom of our spiritual disarray, it has 
the potential to corrupt all aspects of 
American life. 

Let's pray that our faith-based deca- 
dence isn't fatal.

“My own Davidson B.A. inclines 
me to say ‘especially Davidson,’ 
but objectivity impels me to admit 
that the other institutions on her 
vita aren't too shabby either,” 
Cochran said. 


“But the Davidson experience, as 
both a student and trustee, gives 
her a grounding in a small liberal 
arts college. 


“The new president is someone 
who understands and appreciates a 
serious approach to liberal learn- 
ing,” Cochran said. 


Another factor, though, is the 
environment in which one teaches 
and learns. A small institution sur- 
rounded by a magnet city in one 
of the country’s fastest growing 
and multilingual corridors, Agnes 
Scott differs from the cloistered 
environment of many womens col- 
leges. 


“I've been more and more 
intrigued by the importance of 
community to education,” Kiss 
said. “And having been at Duke 
and seen some of the ways in 
which this institution has strug- 
gled, really courageously, to create 
community for students and to 
support women in a coeducational 
environment (since there's still a 
lot of important work to be done 
in coeducational environments) 
has convinced me of the value and 
the power of women’s colleges as 
incubators for women leaders.” 


But while enrollment is high and 
Agnes Scott is a thriving college, 
the fact remains women’s colleges 
numbers have diminished greatly 
since the ‘60s 


"Agnes Scott has very successfully 
weathered the storm that women’s 
colleges faced in the ‘80s and ‘90s. 
But every board faces enormous 
challenges. One of the challenges 
[the Davidson board] continues to 
struggle with and to navigate, 
which I| think Agnes Scott also has 
to continually navigate, is how you 
balance fidelity to your roots with

openness to change, and what 
makes the traditions of your school 
so valuable in moving forward," 
she said. 


Kiss’ liberal arts grounding and 
experience with international study 
made her look hard at Agnes 
Scott. 


“| think study and travel abroad is 
one of the most powerful vehicles 
for intellectual, and I believe 
moral, development. It's one of the 
things | really want to build on 
and expand at Agnes Scott. It's an 
incredibly valuable thing 


"| studied in Paris in my junior 
year in college and then went to 
England for graduate school. And 
as a student | traveled around 
Europe by myself; | traveled 
around India, various places. What 
a powertul source of growth and 
expansion of horizons.” Kiss even 
married internationally. Her hus- 
band Jeff Holzgrefe is an 
Australian who has also taught at 


Oxford, Princeton, and St 
Andrews in Scotland 


Also significant, Kiss said, is 
Agnes Scott's long history of an 
honor code, a tradition inculcated 
from first year on. 


“The honor code meant so much 
to me at Davidson,” Kiss said. At 
Duke, her work centered upon 
ethics and the university hosted 
the work of the National Center 
for Academic Integrity. 


“It's one of my passions,” she said 
“One of Agnes Scott's great 
strengths is this tradition of honor 
and its deep roots in moral and 
spiritual values that infuse the 
community. | think it's a wonderful 
thing for students to experience in 
college. And that's something | 
definitely want to preserve and 
strengthen.” 


Trustee Christopher Little served 
on the search committee. He said 
those messages assure the board 
they've got the right leader. 
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“We think we got absolutely the 
best person in the country, and 
especially as a fit with Agnes 
Scott,” he said. “Her experience 
and her reputation in the study of 
ethics—it's exactly aligned with 
the moral foundation of Agnes 
Scott and our hopes to educate 
young women.” 


Kiss is also aware of the decade 
of work she's inheriting.

Ever feel as though surveys are 
deliberately deceptive? 

Agnes Scott students in the senior 
seminar taught by Barbara 
Blatchley, associate professor of 
psychology, investigated the use of 
deception in psychological 
research. They presented the 
results of their research April 26 at 
the day-long Spring Annual 
Research Conference (SpARC), 
when students and faculty share 
their work with a wider audience. 

“SpARC provides an opportuni- 
ty for students and faculty who are 
conducting research to present 
their work to the campus commu- 
nity,” said Amy Lovell, assistant 
professor of astronomy, who co- 
chaired the 2006 event with Mary 
Cain, assistant professor of history 

“This year the conference fea- 
tured presentations on a wide vari- 
ety of subjects and fields of study 
including psychology, history, 
biology, anthropology/sociology 


and art,” Cain said. 

A sampling from more than 75 
presentation titles this year reflects 
the ASC tradition of innovative 
approaches to research: “Forgiven 
Transgressions: How Successful 
Women Expressed Their 
Independence in Country Music,” 
“Stuck On You: ‘Support Our 
Troops’ Bumper Stickers and 
American Nationalism,” and “Is a 
Wine Label's Aesthetic Appeal 
Related to Its Price?” 

And what about the findings 
regarding deception in research? 
Would participants in such a study 
be reticent to participate in others? 
Apparently younger participants 
were more deception tolerant 

“Age was an important factor in 
determining willingness to partici- 
pate in future research,” Blatchley 
said. “Our participants older than 
36 were much more likely to say 
that the use of deception in 
research would make them less

willing to participate in a study 
again, while the younger partici- 
pants generally felt that the use of 
deception in a study would not 
alter their willingness to be part of 
another study.’ 

Presentations from ASC’s Coca-

Recent Global Awareness trips to 
Japan, Ghana and China have 
given ASC students the ultimate in 
experiential learning — being there

“Richard Parry was one of the 
first faculty members who reached 
out to me when | arrived on cam- 
pus in 1982.

BOWLING RECEIVES VULCAN AWARD FOR 
UNDERGRAD PHYSICS RESEARCH 


Leadership to establish the first continuing 
undergraduate physics research program at 
Agnes Scott earned Arthur Bowling the 2006 
Vulcan Materials Company Teaching 
Excellence Award. 

Bowling, associate professor of physics at 
Agnes Scott, collaborated on the project with 
the Georgia Tech Research Institute of Physics, 
with funding from the National Science 
Foundation to launch EARL (Eyesafe 
Atmospheric Research LIDAR) at the college's 
Bradley Observatory. 

“By using a laser to investigate particulate mat- 
ter in the atmosphere, Agnes Scott's LIDAR 
program gives participating students a real 
research experience and has proven to be an 
exciting and effective educational tool,” said 
Bowling,. “In this particular case, | think the 
award recognized the effectiveness of using an 
ongoing, timely and accessible research pro- 
gram to motivate and involve students.” 


LIDAR (Llght Detection And Ranging) is simi- 


lar in principle to RADAR, but uses visible light 
from a laser instead of radio waves to sense 
properties of a remote target. The Agnes Scott 
College LIDAR can be used to detect and char- 
acterize particulate matter throughout the 
atmosphere up into the stratosphere 

Created to recognize faculty who make a sig- 
nificant difference in both the classroom and 
campus community, the award is endowed by 
the Vulcan Materials Company and managed 
by the Georgia Foundation for Independent 
Colleges 

“This project has provided opportunities for 
physics majors to take special study courses and 
to include research in their study of physics 
said President Mary Brown Bullock, ‘66. “These 
students have gained valuable practical lab 
experience, attended conferences to present 
their work, and enrolled in upper-division 
physics courses in record numbers.” 

All Agnes Scott College professors are invited 
to submit nominees for the award, and a faculty 
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committee selects the recipient for his or her 
ability to motivate and inspire students. This 
faculty-driven selection process makes the 
Vulcan award especially meaningful. 

Holding a bachelor's degree from the College 
of William and Mary, Bowling earned a master's 
degree and doctorate at the University of 
Illinois, Urbana. He and wife, Lynn, live in 
Decatur and have two children.

Jones ‘46 Led 
by Example 


nne Jones campaigned with 

Lady Bird Johnson and let 

her children eavesdrop on a 
telephone call from President John 
F. Kennedy 

While her husband, the late 
Boisfeuillet Jones, gave away bil- 
lions of dollars as president of the 
Woodruff foundations, Mrs. Jones 
was a hands-on supporter of her 
alma mater, Agnes Scott College 
the Atlanta YWCA, the Northwest 
Council of Girl Scouts and the 
arts. At play, she could be found 
on the tennis court or fishing. 

Mrs. Jones topped everyone 
when Agnes Scott College under- 
took a $70 million fund-raising 
campaign, said Agnes Scott 
President Mary Bullock of Decatur. 

“Anne was a fund-raiser without 
peer, ” President Bullock said. “She 
has been a trustee and alumna 
extraordinaire. | always sort of 
thought that she woke up every 
morning thinking, ‘What can I do 
for Agnes Scott today?’ She 
worked to bring Atlanta to Agnes 
Scott.” The memorial service for 
Anne Register Jones, 80, of 
Atlanta, who died April 3 at 
Piedmont Hospital after a stroke, is 
11 a.m. today at St. Luke's 
Episcopal Church. The body was 
donated to Emory University 
School of Medicine. The 
Fitzgerald native was secretary to 
Emory University's president when 
she met Mr. Jones and entered a 
life of wealth and balls and power 
and politics while keeping her own 
life family-focused. Her husband 
worked for every president, except 
Richard Nixon, from Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt to Jimmy Carter 
He was hired away from 
Washington to run the foundations 
funded by Coca-Cola heirs. Home 
was the modest Collier Hills house 
her husband bought in the 1940s 
and where they reared two chil- 
dren —- Laura Jones Hardman of 
Atlanta, an officer on Emory’s 
board of trustees, and Boisfeuillet 
lones Jr. of Washington, publisher 
and chief executive officer of the 
Washington Post newspaper. Mrs 
Jones was her husband's second 
wife. His first wife and the mother 
of his children was picking daisies 
near a railroad track in 1949 when 
she was hit by a train and killed. A 
favorite family story is that it was 
5-year-old Laura who proposed to 
Anne Register, who had befriended 
Mr. Jones and become a compan- 
ion to his children. They took 
Laura Jones to a wedding and 
afterward she asked her father why 
he didn't marry Miss Register. He 
said he would like to but didn't 
know how Miss Register would 
feel about it. So, his daughter 


popped the question: “Will you 
marry my Daddy, please?” 

They were married 50 years, and 
Mr. Jones didn't hesitate to tell 
anyone: “Anne has always been the 
children's real mother. She's done 
everything for them.’ 

One night, President-elect 
Kennedy called Mr. Jones to ask 
him to accept a special position in 
the Department of Health 
Education and Welfare. Mrs. Jones 
answered the telephone, turned it 
over to her husband and admon- 
ished the children to be quiet 
because their daddy was talking to 
the president. 

They went to another telephone 
and heard the whole conversation 
without making a sound, the 
Journal-Constitution reported in a 
1985 article 

The family moved back to 
Atlanta in 1964, and Mrs. Jones 
campaigned with her friend Lady 
3ird Johnson 

She was one of 15 hostesses dur- 
ing the first lady's train trip 
through eight Southern states on 
the Lady Bird Special 

"She really didn't care about 
someone’ station in life, “ Bo Jones 
said 

She engaged everyone very well 
People who put on a lot of airs, she 
could see through that pretty easi- 
ly. She just looked at people pretty 
directly.’ 

She was a practical woman who 
wanted to be of practical use in her 
volunteer work. A woman of com- 
plete integrity and a generous spir- 
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Anne R. Jones ‘46 didn’t believe in half measures when it came to Agnes Scott.

it, she supported organizations she 
felt she could help, he said. 

She was a good athlete and a very 
early proponent of exercise, sleep 
and skim milk. On the tennis 
court, she was competitive in a 
friendly way. “Though, ” he said, 
“some people didn't enjoy her slice 
ground strokes.” 

“She was an astute judge of peo- 
ple, “ Mrs. Hardman said. “She was 
certainly a grounded person. She 
never aspired to be anything she 
wasnt.” 

President Bullock said Mrs. Jones, 
who graduated in 1946, became a 
trusted adviser. “She loved being 
on campus and working with 
everyone from the kitchen staff to 
the faculty. It was her extended 
community, " she said 

For all her legacy to the college 
Mrs. Jones, a trustee emerita 
avoided special attention 

She had a remarkable presence 
yet she had humility, “ President 
Bullock said. “She didn't like a fuss 
made of€r her, not at all.”

The following is from President Mary Brown Bullock's remarks at Anne 
R. Jones’ memorial service 

Anne Register Jones loved her family, she loved Atlanta, and 
she loved Agnes Scott College. She often referred to herself as 
a country girl who left the rural community of Fitzgerald, 
Georgia to come to the big city to attend Agnes Scott College 


While she never forgot Fitzgerald, Anne—or Reggie—as she 


was known by her classmates—clearly thrived at Agnes Scott 
and over her very full life established wide and deep roots here 
in Atlanta. 

There was something magical about Anne's liberal arts edu- 
cation at Agnes Scott that left an indelible impression and 
inspired her to devote her later years to serving her alma 
mater, She was deeply loyal to the class of 1946, friends of 60 
years, many of whom are here today. She brought great wis- 
dom to her role as a long-time trustee and former vice-chair of 
Agnes Scott's Board of Trustees. She became a trusted advisor 
and close friend to both President Ruth Schmidt and me. 

And, was she a fund-raiser extraordinaire! During the 
decade that | have known her | am convinced that Anne Jones 
woke up every morning and asked herself: what can | do for 
Agnes Scott today? And, then she called one of you! Anne 
served on the college's centennial and Bold Aspirations cam- 
paign steering committees, made scores of calls, wrote thou- 
sands of thank you letters ... and frequently reminded me to 
do the same. More than just a fund-raiser, however, she just 
wanted her many friends in Atlanta to know and love her col- 
lege. She brought Atlanta to Agnes Scott 

Anne Jones was named a trustee emerita and received the 
distinguished service to the college award. But that didn't seem 
enough. A grateful Agnes Scott community, in appreciation 
for the generous support of both Boisfeuillet and Anne Jones, 
named its annual leadership conference for her. Anne Jones is 
probably the only one who never missed a meeting— even 
when it meant sleeping in a college dorm room 

One of the great things about Anne, of course, was that she 
didn't realize that she herself was the main attraction. People 
of all walks of life just loved being with her. She was direct, 
candid, and very witty. Several years ago, trying to think of 
something a little different, | sent Anne an assortment of 
‘Turkish olives for Christmas. Several days later came back the 
one line e-mail: Where are the martinis?

It was then Kagie says 
she felt she was saying "goodbye" to 
the civil rights icon she met as a 
young reporter. Coretta, who had 
grown up on an Alabama farm, pick- 
ing cotton, feeding hogs, milking 
cows and walking miles to a rural 
school, ended up honored by four 
Presidents. She was the first woman 
and also, the first African-American, 
to lie in state at the Capital. The 14- 
hour day ended at dinner with the 
King family and some 100 friends. 
Kagie was glad so many dignitaries, 
celebrities and average working peo- 
ple had come to pay homage. These 
last few years, we've heard about 
Kagie's upcoming book. The manu- 
script has gone to her editor, who 
called it "fantastic reading." So who's 
surprised?!
